WHAT IS THE LEASE WORTH? 
We have been asked several times what 
the lease is worth; it is impossible to say 
aceurately as there are so many contingen- 
cies in the way. Several of the lessees say 
that there is nothing in it, and some of them 
certain! seem anxious to get out of it. A 
one-twe interest in it, we un ‘ 
was sold a year ago for $1,500. <A 
one-third interest in one camp (ene ninth 
of the whole) was offered at $5,000. Captain 
Nelms says that he thinks an able-bodied 
convict is worth $70 a year. This would 
make the 1,200 worth $84,000 a year, from 
which the $25,000 deducted would leave 
about $40,000 per annum net to the lessees. 
This runs for twenty years. Captain Nelms 
says if he had fifty convicts on a farm under 
this lease for twenty years he would retire 
from public life and get rich. The highest 
rice ever paid for convicts as yet is $50 per 
head. This is paid by Mr. Smith Barnwell. 
who is said to be anxious to keep them at 
that rate. One of the lessees leased his con- 
victs to another at $20 apiece, net ,above the 
rice to the state. In Texas, the convicts 
ring $70 a head per annum, and Tennessee 
abdut $60 per bead. In Kentucky the war- 
dens work them and pay $12,000 to the state 
above all expenses. At present the rate 
paid to Geargia is about $22.50 per head. 
As the number increases the per capita de- 
creases. Captain Nelms thinks it will go to 
hep end 1,700 men, and not much higher. 
e does not think it will ever reach as high 
as 2,000. It is probable that the per capita, 
through the lease, wil! average $15 to $17.50. 
At this rate there will be a probable t 
of $30 to $50 per capita forall the convicts 
who ean be kept at work. It is said that 
they are successfu! in farming. If this isso 
work can be provided for them all. Captain 
Nelms says that Mr. Lockett made 1,200 
bales of cotton with 100 convicts, besides 
enough corn, peas, potatoes, etc., to do them. 
He estimates that Colonel L. must have 
cleared $25,000 to $30,000. But there is no 
telling what the lease is worth without look- 
ing over the books of the lessees. There isa 
general feeling in all the southern states of 
giving appropriation to the system of out- 
oor leasing.

Instead of taking existing rates to Au- 

usta as a basis, an indiscriminate rate was 
made to coast points, composed of ‘locals’ 

combined, and thus the entire basis of 

making rates from points north of the Ohio, 

in vogue heretofore, was thrown overboard, 

at least so far as business to the coast is con- 
cerned. 

Rates from Cincinnati were made about 

the same as from Louisville and from Chi- 
cago less than from St. Louis, thus entirely 
reversing the former basis. These features 
were earnestly opposed by a ~~ of the 
green line representatives, but, owing to 
dissensions among themselves, were not 
successful. 

Rates from Nashville will not be materi-

Tue joint committee on the census are 
preparing a bill to provide for the manner 
of taking the eleventh census. The way 
in which the census is to be taken and 
the recommendations of the committee 
are of the highest importance from a po- 
litical point of view. The greatest ‘in- 
crease of population during the past ten 
years has been in the south and west. 
In some of the northern states there has 
been a decrease in the population. The 
committee will of course either recom- 
mend an increase of the quota of poyula- 
tion for representation in congress, or an 
increase of members of* the house, or 
both. There are at present 292 representa- 
tives. Previous to the taking of the tenth 
census there were only 242members of the 
house. It is believed that if an increase 
of members is agreed upon there will be 
inthe neighborhood of three hundred 
and thirty representatives in congress in 
1882.

Army Reorganization. 

The bill prepared and presented by the 
joint committee on the reorganization of 
the army makes a volume of over four 
hundred pages. It is said to be the long- 
est bill ever printed at the government 
printing office. Its length alone will 
doubtless lead to its defeat at this short 
session, unaided by the officers it would 
shelve and the powerful staff that it 
specially antagonizes. It is, however, a 
very interesting and important. bill, It 
by no means provides for such a reor- 
ganization of the army as the conditionof 
the country demands, but it would clear 
away no little underbrush, and we there- 
fore present a brief summary of it. 

The number of general officers is re- 
duced from eleven to six, leaving two 
major-generals and four brigadier-gener- 
als. The adjutant-general’s department 
is consolidated with the inspector-gener- 
al’s department, cutting off six officers in 
those two departments. Other reduc- 
tions are as follows: the quartermaster- 
general’s department, 48 — officers; 
the subsistence department, 17  of- 
cers; the medical department, 17 
officers; the pay department, 27 officers; 
the ordnance department, 49 officers; the

SHALL I TRY IT? 


We havealetter before us from a young 
man, who writes that he was raised ona 
farm, is educated, likes the country and is 
inclined to go to farming, and desires to 
know our opinion. After looking over At- 
lanta and seeing men who have struggled 
amid disappoi::tments, which have ended in 
broken fortunes and shattered health, we 
say, yes, try. We wiil not tell you that 
farming is child’s play, or a sinecure, but it 
is a science that calls for mental and physi- 
cal force, yet it will give you an even exer- 
cise tothe brain as well as the muscular 
forces by day, rest by night, a peaceful life 
and a substantial remuneration for honest 
toil and earnest effort, If you Live on the 
farm and are true to it as well as yourself, 
you will Not only accumulate something, 
but you can live better than in town. The 
principle articles of food you can raise. In 
the city you can have chickens packed in 
boxes that come from where you do not 
know, nor where killed. In the country you 


can have fat, choice fowls of yourown. In 


o- 


he country you can have eggs and 
butter that cannot be had in the city. 
Vegetables fresh and pure from the 


garden. In fact, you can have all the 


* 


choice products of the garden, the orch- 
ard, the chicken house, as well as the 


staple articles of diet on the farm. If you 


settle in town your life must be a whirlpool 
of hurry and excitement, under which com- 


forts and true enjoyments will be drawn. 
Nor can you in the city enjoy that peace 


of mind or contentment which attaches to 


# more quiet and natural mode of-living. 
FARM ANIMALS. 
—Keep none but the best stock,and give all 
your animals the best food, fed in the best 
way; and feeding well is not the only mat- 
ter of importance, for in addition stock 
should be watched often, be made com- 
fortable and kept clean. Warmth, cold 
chilly days, and wet freezing nights, save 
food, help animals to fatten and frequently 
keep offsickuess. They should not only be 
kept in good condition, but also be made to 
improve if possible. 

—Work horses should be kept fat and 
healthy. Give them corn, or meal, and hay, 


and oats, fodder or clover at regular hours. 


If cows are expected to keep up in milk, 


good food should be given them. If you 


have mangels or beets, cut them up and 
mix with cut hay or straw and leaves 24 


hours to ferment. This food is productive of 
milk, and two quarts of corn meal added to 
a bushel of the above will materially enlarge 
the yield of cream. Sometimes the ap- 
petite of animals seem to fail. Very often 
it can be restored by a change of food. 


COMMERCIAL FERTILIZERS. 
In a debate in the Georgia legislature a 


few days since, Senator Hudson remarked 
that he believed in fertilizers. He is an in- 
telligent, practical and successful farmer, 
and his judgment can be reliedon. He 
thinks they supply plant-food to crops. and 
that they cause the successful growth of 
crops. me ant'-book farmers—men who 
erg as their fathers did, who watch for 


ark moons and go by old superstitions— 


are opposed to this (as they call it) new- 
fangled fertilizer. The truth is, they do 
not know how to use it, or to what extent to 
invest in it. Such a man as Mr. Hadson 
knows just what the fertilizer he bought 
for one season did for its use, and what it 
will pay for its use: His experience with it 
isan increased acreage and increased crops— 
in other words, he has more crop to be sold 
from his farm. As above stated, there are 
men engaged ih farming who do not under- 
stand the use of fertilizers. Perhaps they use 
it one season, and from a combination, of 
causes the crop is.not a very good 
one, and the failure is attributed to the fer- 
tilizer. Then again they use fertilizers for

FEED THE POULTRY.
